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Summary 

With  the  1975/76  coffee  harvest  virtually  complete 
around  the  world,  latest  available  information  points  to  a 
reduction  of  about  900,000  bags  compared  with  the  third 
(December)  estimate  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Serv- 
ice. Total  production  is  now  estimated  at  71.6  million 
bags  (132.3  lb. ), with  exportable  production  of  52.6  mil- 
lion bags.  (Exportable  production,  as  considered  in  this 
report,  represents  total  harvested  production  less 
domestic  consumption  in  producing  countries.) 

The  production  estimate  for  Western  Hemisphere 
countries  has  been  reduced  by  just  over  1 million  bags,  as 
lower  estimates  for  Guatemala,  El  Salvador,  and  Mexico 
were  only  partially  offset  by  slightly  higher  estimates  for 
Colombia,  the  Dominican  Republic,  Haiti,  and  Bolivia. 

Total  coffee  production  in  Africa  for  1975/76  is  now 
estimated  at  17.7  million  bags,  nearly  300,000  bags  less 
than  in  the  previous  estimates.  Major  changes  were  lower 
estimates  for  the  Malagasy  Republic  and  Ethiopia. 

In  contrast,  Asian  production  appears  to  be  up  by 
nearly  half  a million  bags,  primarily  reflecting  signifi- 
cantly higher  production  in  Indonesia. 

The  green  coffee  market  was  characterized  during 
much  of  the  quarter  by  rising  prices  and  concern  over  the 
future  adequacy  of  supplies,  particularly  from  certain 
countries.  However,  late  in  February  the  market  stabi- 
lized and  prices  retreated  somewhat  from  their  record 
highs.  In  early  March,  prices  again  showed  a rising  trend. 

Given  the  production  outlook  for  the  next  few  years,  it 
is  quite  possible  that  prices  will  increase  still  further  in 
the  months  ahead  unless  world  consumption  falls  to  a 
greater  extent  than  now  appears  likely. 


Production 

North  America.  The  forecast  for  1975/76  coffee  pro- 
duction in  the  countries  of  North  and  Central  America 


and  the  Caribbean  has  been  reduced  by  over  1 million 
bags  as  the  effects  of  unfavorable  weather  conditions 
during  last  year’s  blooming  period  belatedly  manifested 
themselves.  In  addition,  the  three  countries  most 
affected — Mexico,  El  Salvador,  and  Guatemala — all  had 
record  crops  in  1974/75  and  some  reduction  was  to  be 
expected.  Nevertheless,  overall  production  in  this  area, 
now  estimated  at  13.3  million  bags,  makes  the  1975/76 
crop  the  second  largest  on  record  and  indicates  the 
continuing  upward  trend  in  production  in  these 
countries. 

The  major  reduction  occurred  in  El  Salvador,  which 
harvested  3.3  million  bags  in  1974/75  and  is  expected  to 
produce  only  2.1  million  bags  in  1975/76.  Apparently, 
very  .dry  weather  conditions  during  the  flowering  period 
adversely  affected  blossom  set. 

Similar  reasons  are  believed  responsible  for  the  decline 
in  Guatemalan  production  from  2.5  million  bags  in 
1974/75  to  only  2 million  bags  for  the  current  harvest. 

In  contrast,  favorable  weather  conditions  on  the  island 
shared  by  Haiti  and  the  Dominican  Republic  resulted  in 
coffee  production  now  forecast  at  new  high  levels  for 
both  countries.  The  situation  remains  unchanged  in 
Costa  Rica,  Honduras,  and  Nicaragua,  with  moderately 
good  crops  expected  in  all  three  countries. 

South  America.  Total  coffee  production  on  the  South 
American  Continent  in  the  1975/76  coffee  year  is  now 
estimated  at  34  million  bags,  up  100,000  bags  over  the 
January  estimate. 

The  FAS  estimate  of  1975/76  production  in  Brazil 
remains  unchanged  at  23  million  bags.  Although  it  is  still 
somewhat  early  to  estimate  the  1976/77  harvest  with  any 
degree  of  accuracy,  the  1BC  in  mid-January  issued  what 
it  termed  a “first  estimate”  of  the  crop.  According  to  the 
1BC,  the  harvest  will  amount  to  8.2  million  bags.  Mean- 
while, in  the  areas  of  the  States  of  Parana  and  Sao  Paulo 
affected  by  last  July’s  frost,  farmers  continue  to  pursue 
the  work  of  rehabilitation  and/or  eradication  of  the 
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coTI'ee  trees.  Latest  available  data  indicate  that  about  400 

million  coffee  trees  have  been  uprooted  in  Parana  and  an 
additional  150  million  trees  pulled  out  in  western  Sao 
Paulo  State.  Most  of  this  area  has  now  been  planted  to 
soybeans,  corn,  rice,  and  beans. 

In  eastern  Sao  Paulo  and  southwestern  Minas  Gerais, 
the  outlook  is  for  a fairly  good  crop  in  1976/77. 

A preliminary  estimate  by  FAS  indicates  a probable 
total  Brazilian  production  of  9-10  million  bags  in 
1976/77.  Meanwhile,  in  a number  of  moves  affecting 
both  the  domestic  and  export  prices  of  coffee,  the 
Brazilian  Government  allowed  a 50  percent  increase  in 
domestic  retail  coffee  prices;  increased  the  minimum 
export  price  from  82  cents  per  pound  in  December  to  84 
cents  per  pound  for  January  and  February,  85  cents  per 
pound  for  March,  86  cents  per  pound  for  April,  and  87 
cents  per  pound  for  May;  and  raised  the  support  price 
for  coffee  from  Cr$700  per  60  kg.  bag  to  Cr$800  as  of 
April  1,  Cr$850  as  of  July  1,  and  Cr$900  as  of  October  1. 
Bank  loans  are  available  to  the  coffee  growers  on  the 
basis  of  80  percent  of  the  support  price. 

A re-evaluation  of  the  damage  to  the  1975/76 
Colombian  coffee  crop  by  excessive  rains  indicates  that 
the  damage  may  have  been  somewhat  overstated  earlier. 
Accordingly,  the  estimate  for  1975/76  has  been  increased 
by  100,000  bags. 

The  situation  in  Peru,  Ecuador,  and  Venezuela 
remains  unchanged  from  that  presented  in  the  January 
circular. 

Africa.  Largely  as  a result  of  sharply  reduced  produc- 
tion in  Angola  as  well  as  small  decreases  in  some  other 
countries,  total  coffee  production  on  the  African  Conti- 
nent is  estimated  at  only  17.7  million  bags  for  1975/76, 
the  lowest  figure  in  the  past  10  years.  However,  carry- 
over stocks  in  certain  countries  are  sufficient  to  meet  any 
foreseeable  demand  for  African  coffee. 

Despite  recent  indications  foreshadowing  a gradual 
return  to  more  tranquil  conditions,  the  coffee  situation  in 
Angola  remains  uncertain.  The  FAS  estimate  for 
1975/76  is  unchanged  at  1.2  million  bags.  An 
encouraging  sign  is  that  a fair  quantity  of  coffee  is  being 
shipped  from  Angolan  ports — probably  carryover  stocks 
from  previous  harvests. 

The  estimate  for  the  Ivory  Coast  has  been  left  at  4.65 
million  bags  despite  reports  that  harvesting  has  been 
adversely  affected  by  a shortage  of  migrant  labor  from 
Upper  Volta.  It  may  prove  necessary  to  reduce  the  esti- 
mate at  a later  date,  should  these  reports  be  confirmed. 

The  outlook  for  the  current  crop  year  appears 
promising  in  Ethiopia,  although  deliveries  to  Addis 
Ababa  were  running  some  3 to  4 weeks  later  than  usual. 
The  delay  has  been  attributed  to  a combination  of  a late 
flowering  and  some  remaining  difficulties  in  processing, 
transportation,  and  marketing  arising  out  of  the  changed 
political  situation.  Nevertheless,  it  is  estimated  that 


exports  may  reach  about  1.2-1. 3 million  bags  in  1975/76, 
which  would  be  substantially  more  than  in  either  of  the 
past  2 years. 

The  1975/76  coffee  crop  in  Kenya  is  now  forecast  at 
1.25  million  bags.  However,  a larger-than-usual  percent- 
age of  the  crop  may  fall  into  the  lower  grades  as  a result 
of  2 successive  dry  years.  Unseasonal  rains  could  trigger 
an  outbreak  of  Coffee  Berry  disease,  although  to  mid- 
February  no  such  occurrence  had  been  reported.  In  order 
to  encourage  farmers  to  step  up  production  and  take 
advantage  of  the  favorable  price  outlook,  the  Govern- 
ment recently  lowered  the  price  of  fertilizer  and  the 
Kenya  Planters  Cooperative  Union  has  set  up  an  inspec- 
tion and  advisory  service  to  assist  smaller  coffee  farmers. 

In  Tanzania,  the  Coffee  Board  announced  a 5-year 
coffee-improvement  project  to  be  financed,  in  large  part, 
by  European  Community  countries.  The  objective  of  the 
program  is  to  improve  yields  from  existing  trees  through 
the  subsidization  of  fertilizers,  insecticides,  and  equip- 
ment to  coffee  growers. 

Asia.  On  the  basis  of  recent  reports,  the  estimate  of 
coffee  production  in  India  from  the  1975/76  harvest  has 
been  raised  slightly  to  about  1.6  million  bags,  approxi- 
mately the  same  as  the  revised  1974/75  figure.  Export 
prospects  are  favorable,  primarily  because  of  anticipated 
shortfalls  in  shipments  to  world  markets  from  Brazil  in 
1976.  The  reasonably  good  harvest  and  the  existence  of 
carryover  stocks  from  previous  years  make  it  appear 
likely  that  Indian  exports  in  1975/76  may  reach  a record 
level  of  over  I million  bags. 

With  favorable  weather  throughout  the  growing  areas, 
the  gradual  uptrend  in  coffee  production  in  Indonesia 
continues.  Based  on  the  latest  available  information, 
coffee  production  in  1975/76  will  exceed  3 million  bags 
for  the  first  time. 

Other  Developments 

U.S.  imports  of  green  coffee  in  1975  were  up  by 
approximately  1 million  bags,  compared  with  those  of 
calendar  1974,  to  about  20.3  million  bags.  Approxi- 
mately half  of  the  increase  was  accounted  for  by  a build- 
up in  stocks  from  about  3 million  bags  on  December  31, 
1974,  to  3.6  million  bags  on  December  31,  1975. 

There  were  some  shifts  in  the  relative  positions  of 
certain  countries  or  regions  as  suppliers  of  coffee  to  the 
U.S.  market.  Brazil  increased  its  export  to  the  United 
States  by  1 million  bags  in  1975,  almost  entirely  at  the 
expense  of  Africa.  In  1975  Brazil  gained  19  percent  of  the 
U.S.  market,  up  from  14  percent  in  1974,  while  the 
African  share  declined  to  34  percent  in  1975  from  40  per- 
cent in  1974.  Shipments  to  the  United  States  from 
Angola  fell  off  drastically  in  1 975  to  only  1.2  million  bags, 
approximately  half  the  amount  exported  to  this  country 
in  1974.  Complete  details  will  be  found  in  the  tables.
